Sir: 

In response to the Official Action mailed October 1 , 2002, Applicants hereby elect 
Group I. In response to the sequence election requirement, SEQ ID NO:424 
(corresponding to peptide PG2) is elected. These elections are made with traverse. 

In the Official Gazette of November 19, 1996 in the section initialed "Examination 
of Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequences", it was stated that the PTO 
will permit applications to claim up to ten (10) independent and distinct nucleotide 
sequences in one national application. The Notice further stated that: 



"Nevertheless, to further aid the biotechnology industry in protecting its 
intellectual property without creating an undue burden on the Office, the Commissioner 
has decided sua sponte to partially waive the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1 .141 et seq. 
and permit a reasonable number of such nucleotide sequences to be claimed in a single 
application." 
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The Notice further states: 



"Accordingly, and in most cases, up to ten (10) independent and distinct 
nucleotide sequences will be examined in a single application without restriction. It has 
been determined that normally ten (10) sequences constitute a reasonable number for 
examination purposes. The PTO believes that allowing applicants to claim up to ten 
(10) independent and distinct nucleotide sequences in a single application will promote 
efficient, cost-effective examination of these types of applications. In addition to the 
specifically selected sequences, those sequences which are patentably indistinct from 
the selected sequences will also be examined...". 



In light of the above policy statement, it is believed that the Applicant in the 
present application should be permitted to retain more than one sequence in the 
present application and have those sequences examined in this case. Thus, Applicant 
would prefer SEQ ID NOs:300 and 425 which are very similar to SEQ ID NO:424 to be 
examined in the present application. In addition, Applicant would like to retain proteins 
PG13, PG35, PG47 and PG50 together with PG2. It will be noted that these five 
proteins are grouped together in Table 5 on page 33, on the basis that they include a 
TonB III Box. Modification of the requirement in the above regards is respectfully 
requested.
